SIR, 

Y Opinion of the Plants you eolle&ed at Una- 
. nenoonda y about Twelve Miles from Fort St. 
•George, as you defired, are as follows • in the fame Order, 
and under thole Malabar Names and Numbers you fent 
them to me .• viz. 

1. Vellaiengeel maraum Malabar; t. 

Arbor Madrafpatanafloribus hex apet alls heptapetalifve, ^ ameSc 
fruttu coronato. 

This is a fort of Angolam, of which there are Two 
Kinds defcribed in the Hortus Malabaricus y viz. Vol. 4. 
Tab. 17. Pag. 39. and Tab. 26. p. 55. 

The Fruit of this having but one round flat Kernel, 
agrees with the Defcription of the laft, but the Leaves 
feem rather to refembie the firft, viz* thofe in Tab. 1 7, 

N B. You fay, where Maraum is added it fignifies a 
great Tree; the lame I have formerly remarkc in the 
Hort. Malabar, of Mara and Mar am. vid. Cornel, in Not. 
H. Mai. Vol. ^. Tab. 49. p. 96. 

a. Naiurcevee Maldb. 2. 

Dr. Plukenet, that moft accurate Botanift in his Thy to* mme*. 
graphia, Tab. 10, Fig. 4, calls this Amaranthus fpicatus 
Didamni Cretici folio Maderafpatenfis, ivhofe Figure re- 
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fembles this Plant very well while young, but the Leaves 
when full grown, are much larger, and the Spike longer, 
genrally turning inwards. The Hortus Malabaricus 
feems todefcribe this in the 10th Volum, Tab, 78. Pag. 
15^. under the Name of Czdelari, which the Brach- 
mans or Brammins call Cants Mogaro, afcribing thefe Ver- 
tugs to it ? viz, 

That the Decottion takes away Swellings, abates the 
Sharpnefs of Vrine, and eafes the Stme ; mixt with the 
Oyl Sergelin it flops pilling of Blood. The Root purges j 
being bruised and boy I'd in Butter, It cures a Dyfentery ; 
2 Drink of it ftrengthens the Stomach, expels 0%</, 
corre&s Phlegm, and breaks the 5ftw in the Bladder ; 
being applied to the Arm it cures Agues ; bruifed and 
drank in Wine is good for the Gravel, provoking Urine, 
efpecially in Hydropick Perfons ; rnixt with Lemons it 
kills fettars, and takes away Swellings under the Chin, 
SV. the Seed powder'd and fiiuft up the Nofe cures the 
Head ach. 

Joannes Commelinm 7 in his Notes on the Hortus Ma* 
lab. takes this Plant to be the Verbena Jndica Bontii 
in his Hiftor. Natural. Lib. 6. cap. 54. p. 15-0. (and I 
think not improperly) therefore it may net, I hope, be 
amifs to fubjoin its Vertues with the aforegoing, viz. 

That the Natives of Java and they themfelves having 
learnt of them, apply the Ltaves of this Plant bruifed 
toVlcers in the Thighs with good Succefs,- becaufe it 
dries very much, which Quality is there very beneficial, 
by reafon the Conftkution of the Air in thofe parts is 
hot and moift, which renders the Vlcers very ftubborn 
and difficult to cure. 

They give alfo a Spoonful of the freHi Juice of it in 
Colick Pains, Dyfenteries, and without Diftin&ion in all 
affects of the Bowels with very great Succefs ,• being 

bruifed 
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bruited and mixt with Vinegar^ they apply it to the 
Breajl in Swoonings, and all fainting Fits. 

He farther fays, the Indian Old Women efteem it 
there as a (acred Herb, and hold it very good for fuch 
as are Bewitcht % or under an Evil Tongue. 

This nicely differs from the Amaranthus Siculus fpi- c ?™P«™ 
cat as radice perenni Bocconi, Tab. 9. p. 16, in havingj^ce. 
rounder Leaves, and thofe lefs white or hoary underneath.

The Fruit in Bignefi and Colour refembles Black aad 
Pepper, but is finooth and Alining, kt in a large BdU 
falhioned cinereous Calyx or Cup y and covers about half D 'M*k** 
the Fruit, which is very hard, and fo folid, that you 
can fcarce diftinguifti any Kernel it hath, but as it were, 
an intire woody Subftance and altogether inftpid.

Arbufcula Madrafpatana floribus exiguis racemiferis. Names. 

The Leaves of this are many times only trifoliated, De f crt p t i^ 
and fometimes winged ; it has a racemofe Flower like the 
laft, tut fmaller ; I fhall fufpend my Judgment as to 
what particular Qenus it may belong to, until I receive it 
in Ripe Fruit.

I Ihall omit the Befcription of it here, becaufe that 
moil worthy Botaniil Mr. John Ray, in his Hiflor. Plant. 
p. 1731. hath given it from the Horius Malab. under 
the Denomination of Genifta fpinofa Indica verthillata 
flore purpurea c&ruleofeuSpari *ium fpinofum filiqua gemhat 'a. 
Since you tell me, Sir, it is a great Dieuretick, and 
that you have &m f tbi$ and rmntl Pepper boyl'd in Water 
Vptm. and drank Morning and Night cure the A/cites in a Por- 
tuguefe Woman of 55 Years of Age ; I hope it may not 
be amifs to tell you what Fertues the Hortus Malalar&i- 
cribes to it, viz.

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The Hortus Malab. had alio figured and defcrihed it 
before in the id. Vol. Tab. 39. p. 73. under the yJfo/#- 
&3r Name 0/ Schorigenam, and by the Bram. Pitta Ga- 
furcuii, erroneoufly reckoning it amongft the Net ties f 
which induced that worthy Perfon, Mr. Ray, in his Hift. 
Plant, p. 1 60. to defcribe it under that Tribe ; but it be- 
ing a Tricoccon, is therefore truly, as above, placed a- 
■mongft the Ricini. 
Vfvtues. The Hort. Malab. aflerts that Rings made of the Root 
of this Plant and wore on the Toes, cures Fevers arifing 
from Phlegm, and that a DecoElion of it provokes Vrine %

Of 
the Root dried they make a Stomachick Powder; good 
alio for the Gripes in the Bowels. . The Bark of it being 
hruifed and mixt with Whey cures the Piles. The Inha- 
bitants put it in their Drink, H M. as we do Worm* 
wood.
